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Buyer's Mind Key 
to Sales, is View 


Marketing Conference Warned 
Against Overemphasis 
on Product 


CHICAGO, March 6— “Industrial 
concerns are too prone to judge their 
salesmen by how well they know the 
product which they sell, rather than 
from the state of mind of the buyer, 
the conditions under which the product 
is sold and the limitations of the sales- 
man’s ability to sell,” W. A. McDermid, 
consultant in sales management, said 
at the Industrial Marketing Conference 
of the American Management Associa- 
tion at Chicago on March 6. 

Many of the questions asked by the 
buyer about a product relate to the cus- 
tomer’s use of the device and not to its 
mechanical merits. Companies which 
devote too much time in a sales train- 
ing program to technical education 
make a real mistake. By presenting 
too many technical details concerning 
the product which they sell, field men 
lose many an order, Mr. McDermid 
said. 

His talk was scheduled on the pro- 
gram of the Industrial Marketing Con- 
ference of the American Management 
Association, which was a feature of the 
First American National Management 
Congress being held in Chicago this 
week. An industrial equipment exhibit 
was held in connection with the Con- 
gress. 

The Congress was sponsored jointly 
by the Management Division of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, the American Management Asso- 
ciation, the Society of Industrial Engi- 
neers and the National Association of 
Cost Accountants.

Prevention of Used 
Car Imports Urged 
Canadian Tariff Board Asked 


to Protect Dominion 
Market 


OTTAWA, ONT., March 5—Changes 
in the customs tariff designed to pre- 
vent the importation of used cars from 
the United States formed the subject 
of an application brought before the 
Tariff Advisory Board of the Dominion 
of Canada by J. R. Dixon, of Ottawa. 

Imports of used cars, particularly in 
British Columbia, it was contended, had 
a seriously adverse effect on the market 
for cars in Canada. It reduced the 
value of cars and handicapped the deal- 
ers and also automobile owners in the 
disposal of their cars. 

There was no intention of preventing 
individuals from going to the United 
States and buying cars for their own 
use and the object of the application 
was to have additional duty imposed on 
used cars imported by dealers for resale 
and sold within one year. 

It was important, Mr. Dixon claimed, 
to equalize the difference between prices 
of used cars in Canada and in the 
United States by a higher duty, which 
would remove from dealers, the incen- 
tive to import used cars in large quan- 
tities for resale. 

The applicant pointed out that used 
cars were offered for sale in the United 
States at about one-half the price they 
commanded in Canada, and often less 
than one-half.

German Rubber Exports Up 


WASHINGTON, March 3—Germany 
during 1929 made another rapid ad- 
vance in its rubber-goods trade when 
the value of exports exceeded imports 
at a larger figure than at any time 
since the world war, namely, by $21,- 
765,197, according to the Commerce 
Department’s rubber division. But the 
most outstanding feature of the year’s 
trade was that, for the first time since 
the war, the value of exports surpassed 
those of the pre-war year 1913 by more 
than $1,224,700. 

German exports of rubber goods for 
1929 were valued at $31,287,054, an in- 
crease of 14 per cent as compared with 
1928. Although not a very disturbing 
factor in the trade of the nation, Ger- 
man imports of rubber goods instead of 
decreasing each year are slightly in- 
creasing. Imports for 1929 advanced

the previous year, 
reached $9,521,857. In general, fairly 
large increases occurred in the value 
of exports of rubber goods, the most 
notable being automotive.

Financial Problem Most Important, 
He Indicates 


DETROIT, March 4—Financial indi- 
gestion was given as the major prob- 
lem now confronting the aircraft indus- 
try by Colonel Paul Henderson, chief 
operations officer of American Air 
Transport and T.A.T., at a meeting of 
the Aeronautical Division, Detroit Sec- 
tion §.A.E., Monday night. Colonel 
Henderson said that entirely too much 
money has been poured into aviation 
during the past two years and that fac- 
tories and air lines have been estab- 
lished without consideration of their 
economic necessity. 


Colonel Henderson stated that the 
chief difficulty in determining costs of 
air line operation is the lack of data 
regarding obsolescence of equipment, 
obsolescence being an even more impor- 
Colonel 
Henderson said that no reliable infor- 
mation will be available in less than 
two or three years. 


Other problems affecting air line oper- 
ating costs are the unavailability of 
figures regarding sales cost, and the 
effect of traffic density. With respect 
to rates, he said that with their origi- 
nal rates of 15 cents per mile they were 
able to sell 40 per cent of their seating 
capacity. Dropping the rates to 12 
cents, possibly due to an unfavorable 
time of year, did not increase the patron- 
_age, the latter actually dropping to 27 
per cent. With the new five cent rates 
air lines are able to sell 100 per cent of 
| their seating capacity but are not mak- 
| ing any money.

Details Divulged for First Time; 
Won Schneider Trophy 


LONDON, Feb. 24—The Air Min- 
istry today gave permission to the 
Rolls-Royce Co. to divulge informa- 
tion hitherto held secret concerning 
the power and weight of the Rolls- 
Royce “R” aero engine fitted to the 
Supermarine seaplane which won the 
Schneider Trophy in September last 
and later increased the world’s speed 
record for seaplanes to 357.7 m.p.h. 

This engine develops over 1900 b.hp.; 
its weight is only 1530 lb., so that its 
power-weight ratio is less than 1 lb. 
per b.hp., i.e., .805 Ib. 

It is said that on the occasion of 
the record speed being made the en- 
gine was not run under the best condi- 
tions for maximum speed, as the pro- 
peller used did not absorb the full 
power of the engine. The same sea- 
plane and engine are shortly to be 
used again for high-speed flights, and, 
with a more suitable propeller, it is 
expected that the record will again be 
increased.

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Guggenheim Fund Lists 
Conclusions on Safety 


Results of Recent Contest Offer 
Several Leads 


NEW YORK, March 3—The Daniel 
F. Guggenheim Fund for the Promotion 
of Aeronautics has issued a final report 
on the safe aircraft contest from which 
it draws the following conclusions: 








1. The advantages, if any, of varia- 
ble wing area and variable cam- 
ber could not be determined due 
to the unsatisfactory flying charac- 
teristics of those aircraft using 
these features. 

. The use of a variable incidence 
wing appears to have little or no 
justification from any standpoint. 

3. The advantages of slots and flaps 
in lowering the minimum speed 
were clearly demonstrated. 

4. The airplane equipped with float- 
ing ailerons exhibited unusually 
good controllability at speeds near 
the minimum or without slots and 
flaps in operations as such. 

5. The use of the spoiler device did 
not provide the desired lateral 
control on the aircraft using it. 

6. With the present type of longi- 
tudinal control it is practically im- 
possible to fly an airplane at 
angles of attack greater than that 
at which the maximum lift of the 
airfoil combination is obtained. 

7. The fixed leading edge slot proved 
to be a detriment to high speed 
and its effect on low speed could 
not be established on the airplane 
equipped with it. 

The report concludes from the struc- 
ture of the prize-winning Curtiss Tan- 
ager and of the Handley-Page entry, 
which failed to qualify on a minor point, 
that the following are worthy of incor- 


te 





poration in various types of aircraft for 
further study: 
1. Automatic leading edge slots. 
2. Flaps, either automatically 
manually controlled. 
3. Floating ailerons. 
4. Long stroke oleo landing gear with 
provision for locking in the posi- 
tion assumed under load. 


5. Extreme range adjustable stabil- 
izer. 

6. Brakes, 

Inasmuch as only one _ airplane 


reached the stage for award of points, 
comparative tests from which much 
valuable data was hoped were not con- 
ducted. However, officials of the fund 
feel that intangible results arising from 
this competition will be of far greater 
value than the immediate tangible 
results.

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Bill Proposes Network 
of Hard-Surface Roads 


New Project Would Include Existing 
State Highways 


WASHINGTON, March 6—Proposal 
for network of almost 57,000 miles of 
hard-surfaced roads, with a minimum 
width of 20 ft., and some as wide as 
60 ft. or more, involving an engineering 
undertaking costing about $5,000,000,- 
000 to be raised through a Federal bond 
issue, is being made by the Transcon- 
tinental Hard-Surface Highways Asso- 
ciations of America, which is trying to 
get through a bill in Congress, spon- 
sored by Representative William P. 
Holaday of Illinois. 

The tremendous project, which would 
be made up of nine truck line routes 
running from Washington to. every 
state capital in the country, has been 
called to the attention of President 
Hoover with a view to getting him in- 
terested in it. 

The bond issue would be paid off by 
a $3 annual tax on passenger automo- 
biles, $10 annual tax on commercial ve- 
hicles and % cent per gallon levy on 
gasoline. 

The actual inspiration for the high- 
way came from Arthur H. Hall, Dan- 
ville, Ill., law partner of Representative 
Holaday. Representative Holaday and 
Mr. Hall, who recently called upon 
President Hoover in connection with 
the project, did not comment on the 
attitude that the President took. 

The vastness of the project is fur- 
ther emphasized by the fact that the 
bill, now before the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, contemplates a 
series of Federal airports along the 
highways.
